The 1895 Dollar which you sent is returned, here- 
with. It has been carefully examined under a UO power micro- 
scope and there is no visible evidence of the removal of a 
mint mark but the surface is mottled. I'here is also no 
visible evidence that the 5 in the date has been added after 
removing another number in the date, although there is con- 
siderable scratching about the figure 

The probabilities are that the mint mark was re- 
moved as this could be done without noticeably damaging the 
surface. There is a slight clue. Your coin weighs 1^03 grains. 
When new the coin weighed 1*12^ grains. Silver dollars with 
equivalent wear were weighed for comparison and almost all 
weighed in the iiOl^ to U 08 grain category. Some weighed less 
than U 03 however. If the mint mark had been removed the 
coin would be on the light side, but wear is unreliable as 
to how much is worn off and how much is spread by stacking 
contact. The use of dollars on gaming tables is much less 
deteriorating than in slot machines. 

You know that the records indicate that no 1895 P 
Mint dollars were distributed other than proofs. You could 
argue that your piece could have been a proof which got into 
circulation, but I doubt it. ^'he burden of proving this 
piece was not altered is on you. 

We have no X-ray testing equipment. The Secret 
Service has and this would positively determine if the 5 
were added to the date. The Secret Service would keep your 
coin if it was - they also might keep it if they felt the 
mint mark were altered. However, this test only eliminates 
one possible alteration at best.

We hope tnere will be crystal anadizers which can 
tell the difference between a struck metal surface and a 
squeezed up area even after substantial wear. It is not 
available so far as we know, 

A non-destructive chemical analysis of the surface 
might show traces of abrasive material in the mint mark area 
but we have no such equipment which we could use without 
substantial cost. 

We are sorry we cannot be more definite, ’You did 
not say how you got the piece or how long you have had it.
